ing his particular philosophy.

3 However, it is also a corporate 

- fact that your college youth of 
this day is of a suspicious and 
challenging nature. Always up- 
permost in his mind is the real- 
ization that he is pioneering in a 
‘changing world—a world groping 
for something it does not yet 
know, but the value of which he 
will have to judge. 

Thus when he is confronted 
with a questionaire demanding a 
yes or no vote on issues that in- 
clude such queries as “Do you be- 
lieve: that a national poliey of 
‘an American air force second to 
none’ is a sound policy of insuring 
us against being drawn _ into 
another war’ he will, usually, hesi- 
tate before committing himself. 

And when, in view of prevail- 
ing world chaos, he finds the ques- 
tion impossible to answer intelli- 
gently, he reveals true genius. 
The realist of today will face the 
facts of today and tomorrow. It 
is a fact—undeniable as it is dis- 
turbing—that a crises exists in the 
relations of nations. To disregard 
this fact either by discounting or 
refusing to remedy it, is to invite 

. disaster.

March 8 

1785—“Free School” chartered 
at Williamston; Mass. Its name was 
changed to Williams college in 
1793 in honor of Colonel Ephriam 
Williams, who bequeathed money 
for the institution. 

1887—Henry Ward _ Beecher 
(Amherst college, 1834), promi- 
nent anti-slavery orator and clergy- 
man, died. 

1888—Utah Agricultural col- 
lege founded at Logan, Utah, by 
legislative act. It is a land grant 
college for men and women. 

1930—William Howard Taft, 


former President of the United 
States and Chief Justice of the U. 
S. Supreme Court, died. A gradu- 
ate of Yale university in 1878, he 
was first civil governor of the 
Philippine islands and the 27th 
President of the U. S. After being 
defeated for a second term he be- 
came a professor of law at Yale.

‘When you first step over the 
side you spin rapidly end over end. 

__ As you gain speed these revolutions 
‘become slower and slower until you 
reach about 164 miles per hour. 
When the revolutions have ceased 
you fall as straight and as fast as 
a bullet. 

“Let me tell you, when you get 
going as fast as any falling object 
can go, you know you’re going 
places! When the chute opens and 
you are falling at this terrific rate, 
it gives you a jerk that rivals any 
chiropractic treatment you could 
hope to get,” Miss Charles explain- 
e 


The highest jump that the local 
student ever made was from an 
altitude of approximately two 
miles. She compared the jolt that 
one receives in landing as equal to 
that experienced in jumping from a 
tree. If there are many air-pockets 
the descent is much swifter and 
the landing much harder.
